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The Hot Fight at Frankin

A FORTIETH ANNIVERSARY WAR STORY

WO fentures of the batlle fough
st Franklip, Teon, Nov, 80,
184, placed it nmong the brik
lnut und bloody contests of the
time-namely, the flery charge of Gen
eral Patrick Cleburne’s Confederate
divislon auy the Derce countercharge
of Genoral Rimerson Opdycke's Federal
brigade—and there was something un-
usual on foot acting as spurs to mar
tnl valor, The Confedernte General J,
B. Hood Lnd entered upon the march
from Columbin toward Nashville in
bopes of surprising the defenders of
middle Tennessee, nnd General J. M.
Schofleld, with an Infertor force of Fed-
ernin plaeed acrosn the Confederato
front, had lmpeded the march. Only
the duy before Hood had almost sur-
rounded Sohofleld nt Bpring i, but
owlug, na he usserted, to the slowness
of hin subceding te genersls o attack-

With a yell, Oleburne's men rushed
into the works, and when the defend-
ers, after o brave but useless resist-

auoce, broke for the rear they followed
at their heels, shooting down and cap-
turing and erying out to one
another, “Go Into the works und take
thom!” More like wild men then than
soldiers, Cleburne’'s excited followers
@unabed over the half mile that lay be-
twoen the eaptured outer line and the
stronghold on the pike, The astonished
defenders of the second line dared not
fire upon the assallants for fear of hit-
ting comrades who were elther leading
Cleburoe’s men or mingling with them
in thelr mad race. Once at the rear
works the onset of Cleburne’s men
wik no lmpetuous that the soldiers on
the parapet were literslly run over,
and in & few minutes, or before the re-
serves in the third line comprehended

ing the enemy hnd slipped out of the
teap In the night and by a forced
marel reached Fraoklin, on the south
bank of the Harpeth river,

At Franklin Bchofield halted his col-
umne on tie southern border of the
town, where a line of alight intrench-
ments wis hastlly eoustructed, and the
weary soldiers lny down on thelr drms
to enjoy n brief rest while the long
army teains were crossiog to o wifer
position north of the wtream. The
troops  of Schotleld's  Twenty-thind |
corps, commanded by General 1. 1.
Cox, occupled the maln line of works,
which extended across the l.'-ulllmbh‘
and Nashville pike. nlong which Hood
wan marching (o aetive pursnit: ‘

The extremities of the works rested |
on the river bank above and below the
town, and the only break In the loe
was at the point where the plke ran
through. There a gap bad been left
in order to accommodate the trains and
artillery a8 well as the brigades bring-
ing up the rear. Thees latter, thive
in number, belonged to Geveral D, M.
Btanley's Twenty-fourth corps and con-
'\ stituted Waguer's divielon. Btanley
\ erossed to the north bank of the Har-
péth with Wood's division of hig corps,
leaving Wagner to handle the rear|
guard, Of the three brigades in Wag-
ner's divislon two, Oonrad's and |
Lane's, were baited by General Cox's
prder on a knoll balf a mile in front ot‘
the general line and covering the gap !
in the works at the pike. Wagner's!
"Third brigalle, 16d by General Emerson |
Opdycke, filed through the gap Into
the works at Frapklln, and the men
rested {n reserve bohind Cox's owd
diviston, closg to the pike.

When the tederate lines m
forming for thé attack Cleburne’s divi:
gion held the right and rested on the
pike confronted by the Federal worka
atd troops nlready described. Hood
stated to his subordinates that be de-
sired that the enemy be driven into the
Harpeth river at all hasards, and, an-
ticlpating hot work, Cleburne asked
permiaslon to form his division Into
three lines of one brigade each, Hood
granted the request, although Genhernl
Btewart's corps of hix army had not
come up nnd his line was shorter than
L desired, |

the crisls, Cleburne's banners waved
over them, his men occupled a breach
the width of a regiment aund, lntoxl-
eated with trinmph, were dashing

abead along the pike to pounce upon
the reseryes,

Meanwhile Opdycke's woldlers, un-
uilndful of the aMalrs at the extreme
frout, hud been taking the breathing
spell richly earned by serviug as rear
guard on the march that day,

Opdycke had no orders except to rest
his troops. The soldlers were getting
ready thelr suppers or munching raw
ratlons when the breastworks they bhad
just marched past were carried by &
lightning rush of the Confederates,
who theti were at thelr heele. The men
instinctively threw down thelr hand-
fuls of bread and pork apd took up
thelr weapona,

The moment the wen in gray were
steh swarming and ahooting on the
line where they bad no business to be
Opdycke's commands rang out as calm-
Iy and clear cut as though he had re-
hearsed thew, though surely no such
combination of orders had ever bLeen
called for theretofore. “First brigade,
fall In! Charge bayonets! Double
quick!" were the words. Then for an
hout in that narrow space m the
hottest open Beld and breastworks
wtruggle of the war.

The Confederates on the right and
left of Cleburne’s column, catching
up the advantage galned by his thun-
dering blows, joined In the assault to
drive the wedge home Btewart's be-
I s, baving come up after Cle-

lla line, found the space
too narrow between the pike and riv-

er to actom Its brigades, and
these snrged to lett, following in
Oleburne’s’ footsteps and fighting wﬁ
the same ground, Federal ofcers’

the works along the pike counted thir
teen separate and distinet Confedernte
assaults on their front. Five Confed-
erute pgenerals, including Cleburne,
were killed and elght severely wound-
ed In close contact with the Unlon
works,

But not generals alone bore off the
hounors for valor on the field of Frank-
o, Soldiers vied with thelr leaders
Of.
ten rival Gage floated side by side on
the same parapet, and thelr bearérs or
defenders fonght around them with
clubbed rifies and with bayonets used
as raplers. The Seventy-second 1
nols regiment of Wagner's division
was nearly wiped out, every field off
cor, its color gunrd, couslsting of n
gergennt and elght corporals, and 1560
men belng shot down, The Forty-
fourth Missouri (Federnl), iylng next
to the gap where the first break oe

eurred, changed front under fife and
maintalped its ground, with n loss of
thirty-four killed and thirty-seven
wounded, The cnrnage on the Confed.

grate side was atlll more terrible. Scho
fold beld hin ground and at night cross
od the river unmolested by Hood's shat
tered army.
